Cardinal George leads mass at newest parish of Chicago Archdiocese

ANTIOCH - Did you hear the one 
about the Catholic Priest •*■ the 
Cardinal, the goose, and the chicken?

Cardinal George said that though 
St. Raphael had been his idea, "the 
chickens and geese were not my idea." 

The Pedersen farm has been in the ] 
family for more than 100 years. 
Jamnicky sairi\the actual church is in 
the old machine shop where farm 
equipment was repaired. 

Cardinal George sprinkled congre- 
gants with holy- water from a 
aspergillum, and a thurible - the 
chained cage by which incense is dis- 



persed - was swung over the church's 
altar and throughout the church as 
part of the blessing. 

Taking his talking points from the 
service's gospel, Cardinal George told 
the, parable of the Rich Man and 
Lazarus. A poor man, Lazarus went to 
heaven upon his death. The rich man, 
who would not help Lazarus, went to 
hell. 

"His crime was not that he was 
rich, but that lie did not see the poor," 
Cardinal George said. 

He said that St. Raphael Church 
should serve as an outpost of God, 
where parishioners can praiser God 
and give of themselves, along with' 
their wealth. 

The Cardinal said St. Raphael was 
planned to help ease some of the over- 
crowding at StPetcr Catholic Church 
in downtown Antioch.

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Blue Cross and Blue Shield ends 
negotiations with Condell

LIBERTYVILLE - Some of Condell Medical 
Center's patients might receive a larger bill than 
they are excepting. 

On Oct. 1, Condell began billing patients in full 
who have Blue Cross and Blue. Shield of Illinois as 
their health' Insurance. 

The decision to send bills directly to patients 
came after Blue Cross cut off contract negotiations 
with" Condell on Sept 26, said Jodi Levine, 
Condell's vice president of business development. 

"We really deeply regret being in this position. 

This is not where we wanted to be," Levine said. 

"And we recognize that a lot of people are being 

..affected by this, and we've tried very, very hard to 

•avoid being in thisTposUion, but we really had no 

choice." 

Levine said that Condell stopped receiving pay- 
ments from Blue Cross in June and that the compa- 
nies have been negotiating its contract since late 
2006. 



Levine said the new rules for Blue Cross mem- 
bers will not affect anyone who has received 
Condell's services prior. to Oct. l; even if Blue 
Cross has not sent payment for those services. 

In a press release generated by Blue Cross/the. 
insurance carrier claims "Condell is demanding a 
very, significant increase in the PPO reimburse- 
ment rate," beginning Jam 1 of 2008. , 

Levine said the rate reimbursement is to reflect 
fair-market rates. 

"Condell is currently pa Id at rates that do hot 
coyer the cost of care," Levine said, "Arid that is 
1 not a sustainable situation." 

The release from Blue Cross said the company 
has "put forward offers to^hcrease reimbursement 
more' than wetypically would do, but that Is con- 
tingent upon Condell improving its quality meas- 
ures. Condell has refused to entertain that idea, 
insisting on higher payments without taking steps 
to increase their value to our members." 

Blue Cross PPO members who still use 
Condell's services will now have to submit claim to 
Blue Cross, but the patient is still responsible for 
tho bill, Levine said. The HMO plan Is similar with 
exceptions to out-patient services, Levine said, but 
the patient's best course of action would be to con- 
tact a primary care physician to find out their 
options.

Water demand continues to rise 

Representatives discuss To team more 

water-conservation tactics

GRAYSLAKE - Lake County's "Save Water" 
initiative brought representatives from all 
points of the county to Gray slake to hear the 
latest on conservation efforts and demand 
requirements. 

Lake County hosted the event with more 
than 100 representatives from towns and com- 
panies at the University Center at College of 
Lake County. 

"I believe that this [water] should be one of 
our top priorities for several years to come for- 
ward," Lake County Board member Bonnie 
Thomson Carter said. 

Carter serves on a Northern Illinois Water 
Supply Planning regional conference about 
water supply and represents District 5 in west- 
ern Lake County. 

Lake County Board Chairman Suzi Schmidt 
opened the conference. 

"Stnce I have been on the public works com- 
mittee of the County Board, I have pushed hard 
for education," she said. "Additionally, I worked 
with residents in Ltbertyville due to radium in 
their water. It is a good example that people who 
have water today, there is no assurance that it

will continue to be clean and safe." 

Jack Kingston, of Chicago Metropolitan 
Agency for Planning (CMAP), talked about the 
population demands from the area on water 
supply, mentioning the forecast program. 

"Lake County is expected to grow by 30 per- 
cent from 2000 to 2030," he said. "We expect a 
population of 841,000, from 644,000, with parts 
of Cook and McHenry counties." 

Lake County had a population of 713,076, 
and McHenry grew to 312,373 as of 2006, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Census Bureau. 

Don Keefer, of Illinois State Geological 
Survey, talked about the source of ground 
water. 

"Where we get the groundwater from is 
aquifer," he said. "At the State Geological 
Survey, groundwater resource evaluation is a 
big driver these days. We're going through a sig- 
nificant concern with water resource sus tain- 
ability and management." 

According to a Save Water brochure, Lake 
Michigan and 170 other lakes and rivers are 
part of Lake County, with more than 400 miles 
of streams, and thousands of acres of wetlands. 

"You may thank because of our namesake, 
we have an endless abundance of water," the 
brochure read. "But think again."

At a time when little in the U.S. 
economy is certain, the United Auto 
Workers sought job security. ■ 

They were concerned that their 
positions were headed to Mexico, 
Asia, or, perhaps, somewhere else. 

They wanted ■ assurance that 
their jobs will stay here. 

To drive home that point on Sept. 
24, UAW members walked out on 
General Motors. 

That left GM with more than 80 
vacant shops across 30 states. 

The workers returned to their 
jobs.Sept. 26. Negotiators agreed in 
principle. to a four-year contract 
that 'includes concessions by the 
union on $50 billion in future health 
care coverage previously commit- 
ted by GM. 

The contract remains to be 
reviewed by local UAW presidents 
and ratified by the more than 74,000 
UAW members. However, it has 
received a strong endorsement by 
union leaders. 

A prolonged strike could have 
been disastrous for GM, which has 
gained significant momentum in 
the past year. 

The quick resolution showed 
wisdom from both sides and could 
signal the start of a resurgence 



among American manufacturers. 

UAW leaders said it would move 
quickly to discuss similar agree- 
ments with Ford and Chrysler. A 
wise move. 

American \ workers and . their 
companies are competing against 
auto manufacturers from around 
the world. 

U.S. automakers are not limited 
by a lack of ingenuity, creativity or 
the engineering know-how to create 
market-worthy trucks and cars. 
They are hampered primarily by 
the competitive cost of labor. 

According to current UAW fig- 
ures, the average unionized mem- 
ber at GM earns $27.81 straight-time 
per hour, or nearly $58,000 a year. 
Benefits are plentiful. 

In. stark contrast, many 
autoworkers in foreign countries 
earn in excess of $20 an hour less 
and receive far fewer benefits. 

The agreement with GM does not 
limit the wages that current UAW 
members receive. 

However, union concessions 
allow its members to continue to 
earn some of the best wages in the 
automobile industry while assuring 
the future health and growth of the 
world's largest manufacturer.

Common use of the 
word theory Is essentially 
, the same as "hypothesis," 
or even "guess." 

A scientific theory, how- 
ever, must be testable, 
capable of predicting sim- 
ilar observations in the 
future and, importantly, 
falsifiable through experi- 
ment or observation. 

To form a theory, it isn't 
enough to imagine how 
some natural phenomena 
might occur. Some 
method for testing the 
hypothesis, and proving it 
false, also must be 
formed. 

When test results agree 
with the hypothesis, they 
build confidence in it, 
though they don't serve 
as incontrovertible proof. 



If a test disagrees with 
the hypothesis, the 
hypothesis must be 
revised or thrown out ., 
'altogether. 

Evolution is supported 
by 150 years of scientific 
observation and con- 
trolled experiment. It isn't 
"Just" a theory. 

Like the theory of gravi- 
ty or atomic theory, evo- 
lution is a well regarded 
scientific theory with 
extensive supporting 
research. 

Creationism can't be 
tested and certainly can't 
be disproved, so it doesn't 
meet the criteria as a sci- 
entific theory, and, there- 
fore, doesn't belong in our 
science classrooms.

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A text message away from an accident 



The automobile has became the 
driver's home away from home, the 
office away from the office. New- 
fangled gadgets are making it more 
difficult to do those Important driv- 
er tasks like primping up, or shav- 
ing, nabbing a fast food bite, pour- 
ing a cup of Java, and keeping up 
with newspaper headlines. 

Yes, all of that, and more, while 
keeping your hands on the wheel 
and your eyes on the road. Can't 
some of that wait until they arrive 
at their "real" homes or offices? 

As they say, it gets "worse and 
worsen" Cell phones have become 
omnipresent. In about 15 years, It • 
exploded to where there are now 
about 240 million people who use 
the wireless phones. 

Tiie instant popularity of cell 
phones made It predictable that 
drivers would make calls while 
they were driving. It was pre- 
dictable, too, that many accidents 
would be caused when drivers were 
distracted by cell phone uses. 

Cell phones were "Improved." 
You not made only calls, but you 
could send Instant text messages. 
Again, text messaging, where you 
typo out messages, or receive them, 
by cell phones, became an instant 
rage, particularly with youthful 
users. 

If you thought that driving

while using a cell phone, hand-held, 
or hands-free, was dangerous, driv- 
ing while sending or receiving text 
messages is extremely dangerous. 
In polls, just about everyone thinks 
that driving while textlng Is dan- 
gerous, yet a vast percentage of 
those still admit that they have 
done it. 

Even so, 85 percent of those 
polled think there should be laws 
against text messaging while driv- 
ing. 

Driving a car safely Is tough 
enough without these new distrac- 
tions. Many say that In most acci- 
dents, drivers were distracted by 
something for a mere three seconds 
before the crash. 

That can be from looking some- 
where else than the road ahead for 
split seconds, or talking to a pas- 
senger, or a mind just wandering 
for a moment, or drowsiness, or 
other drifts from total concentra- 
tion. 



Cell phone use by drivers is get- 
ting serious. And text messaging 
while driving is getting very seri- 
ous. We've all heard of the term 
DUI, driving under the influence. It 1 
won't be long before you hear of a 
new term, "DWT." That's "driving 
while texting." 

About six states have already 
passed laws against text messaging 
while driving. Those states have 
acted because deadly consequences 
have resulted. Illinois hasn't passed 
a law yet, but I don't think it will bo 
long before It does. 

I have written in the past that we 
must do something about drivers 
who use cell phones while driving. 
But, this matter of text messaging 
while driving is even more urgent. 

The telecommunication lobby 
will try to oppose legislation aimed 
at banning text messaging while 
driving. Just as cigarette manufac- 
turers tried to say that education is 
the answer, that's the refrain com- 
ing from the cell phone makers. 

Before It gets worse, states must 
quickly respond against cell phone 
users, particularly text messaging 
while driving. Many lives will be 
saved.

In "The Crucible," Arthur 
Miller's fictionalized account 
of the sensational Salem, 
Mass., witch trials of 1692, 
the late playwright captured 
the sense of hysteria that 
swept the colony like wildfire.

• "Hotel Chevalier," that director Wes 

' Anderson urges filmgoers to watch on the 
Internet (www.hotelchevalier.com) before 
heading to the theater to see the film, 
.Once word gets out that "Hotel 
Chevalier" offers a long look at a naked 
Natalie Portman, the prologue will proba- 
bly attract far more viewers than the fea- 
ture presentation.

During a 
typical Kashmir set, the audi- 
ence is treated to perfect ver- 
sions of Zeppelin songs, note 
for note, whether from a 
Zeppelin album or from the 
band's classic 1976 movie, 
"The Song Remains the

The theremin comes out 
during "Whole Lotta Love," 
and the violin bow during a 
massive 18-minute version of 
"Dazed and Confused."

Bears falling under Super Bowl curse 



Do you believe In a jinx for 
the Super Bovvl loser? 

Considering we're talking 
about how the Bears have 
stumbled to a 1-3 start, I'm pre- 
suming your answer is an 
unequivocal 'yes.' ' 

No NFC team since the 1977 
Vikings ever has lost "the big 
one" and rebounded the next 
year to win even one playoff 
game. The Bears clearly have 
more than the tender groins of 
Lance Briggs and Nathan 
Vasher working against them. 

But it also is possible the 
Bears are suffering from 
another hex of sorts that falls 
upon a Chicago sports team 
after it achieves great success 
one season before falling flat ' 
the next season? The next few 
weeks will provide a diagno- 
sis. But if three dates against 
the NFC North can't right the 
ship, Lovle Smith's squad 
looks primed for a fate that 
befalls almost any Windy City 
encore that doesn't involve 
Michael Jordan. 

Think about this for a 
minute. The Bears helped 
start this trend more than 20 
years ago when they answered 
predictions of a Super Bowl 
XX-prlmed dynasty by keeling 
over to Joe Gibbs and the 
Redskins in the playoffs the 
next two seasons. 

A bnce-in-a-lifetime defense 
ended up producing only one 
Super Bowl title and was out 
of playoff contention by 1989.

The Cubs haven't been 
adept at curtain calls, either. 
The *85 and '90 Cubs both went 
77-85 in the years after an NL 
East title, the '99 squad went 
67-95 after a wild card berth, 
and the '04 team let the criti- 
cism of Chip Caray and Steve 
Stone derail one of the fran- 
chise's best shots at a World 
Series title, (Might you want 
to rethink those '08 season 
ticket renewals, folks?)

You 
don't want to trade away a 
future stud like Chris Young 
just to get Javier Vazquez.

3. Great Expectations - Do 
Chicagoans tend to expect the 
impossible from teams that ■ 
have flirted (or tasted) suc- 
cess? The answer is yes, 
because this is a town that can 
quickly become intoxicated ' 
after just a sip of the good life. 
That's hot to say that big 
things shouldn't have been 
expected from the '86 Bears or 
the '06 Sox, just that some 
teams (the '98 Cubs, the '00 
Sox) have faults that are hard 
to see after a sunny season in 
the sun. 

The problem with this 
Year's Bears is that you can 
see traces of all of the above 
symptoms. Whether or not 
they break free from the mold 
remains to be seen, but it's 
goinglo be an uphill climb. It's 
a hurtful reminder, but histo- 
ry hasn't been kind to winners 
in this town.

"The College of Lake County plays a big part 
in the success of business In Lake County," 
said Lou Molitor, president of the Lake County 
Chamber of Commerce. "Front line workers, 
skilled workers, managers, administrators and 
trades people ~ all benefit from the educa- 
tional opportunities at CLC." 

Molltor*s comments were In response to a 
meeting with staff from CLC's office of 
Institutional Effectiveness, Planning and 
Research, Including assistant vice president 
Nancy McNerney and data research manager 
Arlene Santos-George. The two CLC staffers 
delivered a PowerPoint presentation on a 
recently released study of the economic 
impact of community colleges In the state of 
Illinois. In addition to the statewide analysis, 
district by district figures were also provided 
by study coordinator, the Illinois Community 
College Board. This study provides Insights 
into the financial benefits that CLC delivers to 
Individual students In particular and the local 
economy In general. 

Local benefits Include Increased salaries for 
the students, tax revenue for the county, 
Income tax revenue for the state and federal 
governments and general economic fuel for 
the local economy. Statistics supporting 
those benefits Include: 

On average, all College of Lake County stu- 
dents who completed their education In FY05 
and worked year-round saw a 27.5 percent 
Increase In earnings over their pre-enrollment 
wages. 

College of Lake County students who 



attended school In 1995 paid an estimated 
$139,243,877 In state . taxes and 
$535,564,589 In federal taxes between 1996 
and 2005. 

College of Lake County students who grad- 
uated In 1995 paid an estimated $6,375,014 
In state taxes and $24,146,206 in federal 
taxes between 1996 and 2005. 

The College of Lake County, through its 
operational and employee expenditures, gen- 
erated a total economic Impact of 1 ,590 jobs 
and output (or sales) of $52 million. 

"The chamber values its relationship with the 
college," Molitor said. "CLC definitely serves 
the local business interest. I often refer cham- 
ber members to the college's Small Business 
Development Center for advice on business 
plans and other Issues." 

In addition to discussing the economic 
impact study, the meeting with the chamber 
president also Included discussion of the CLC 
Foundation, a not for profit organization dedi- 
cated to providing financial support to the col- 
lege and students. Though publicly funded, 
CLC has seen state support steadily decline 
over. the years, shifting the financial responsi- 
bility to local taxes, tuition and fees. 

"Lake County Is a great place to do busi- 
ness, from Antloch to Deerfield," says Molitor. 
"The college contributes to our success and 
deserves our support."

Keeping an 
eye on the 
exterior 



(NAPSA)-A quick walk 
around your property could 
help you catch a number of 
maintenance problems before 
they have a chance to become 
expensive repairs.

Take a look at your land- 
scaping. Prune back any 
dense plant growth that could 
restrict air movement-con- 
tributing to moisture or 
insects-or that might thicken 
and scrape siding.

Next, inspect outdoor 
wooden elements for decay. 
The most vulnerable areas are 
surfaces subject to frequent 
moisture, such as wooden sid- 
ing in contact with the ground 
and horizontal surfaces that 
can collect water. 

Finally, check the outside 
of the house for cracks. Use a 
caulking gun to seal cracks 
or joints that might let water 
infiltrate or warm air escape. 
Start with the joint between 
the foundation and the 
house. Then inspect outer 
window edges and door cas- 
ings,

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Governor Blagojevich signs law to help children with life-threatening allergies 



Governor Rod R. 
jucBlagojevich t signed a new law 
requiring insurance compa- 
0:;nies to cover the cost of amino 
:e acid-based formulas used to 
- J ,treat infants and children with 
'jo life-threatening, allergies. 
OiSenate Bill 935' requires amino 
acid-based formulas to be cov- 
ered .by Illinois-regulated 
insurance companies whether 
delivered orally or through 
invasive surgery. 

Most ' insurance policies 
already pay for invasive sur- 
gery to insert a feeding tube 
that allows the formula to be 
delivered directly to the 
tinfant's stomach. Now with 



this law, Insurance policies 
must provide coverage for 
diagnosis and : whichever 
means of treatment the pre- 
scribing doctor deems to be 
medically necessary, the least 
restrictive option, and the 
most cost effective way to meet 
the patient's needs. About 2 
percent of children in the U.S. 
are estimated to be affected by 
serious allergies that require 
this treatment, 'including 
about 65,000 children in 
Illinois. 

"This is a common-sense 
approach to help make sure 
that the best treatment options 
are available to parents and 



doctors making decisions 
about treating life-threatening 
allergies," said Gov. 
Blagojevich. "By avoiding 
expensive surgical proce- 
dures, we are not only provid- 
ing these children with the for- 
mula they need, we are reduc- 
ing the cost of that treatment 
for families, providers and 
Insurance companies." 

SB 935 was sponsored by 
State Senator Terry Link (D- 
Waukegan) and State 
Representative Kathleen A. 
Ryg (D-Vemon Hills), the 
General Assembly worked 
closely with Children's 
Memorial Hospital to develop 



this legislation. 

"As we look for ways to 
make sure Illinois families 
have access to affordable 
health care, reviewing cover- 
age decisions, like this one for 
amino acid-based formula, is 
imperative. When . Insurance 
companies' policies aren't rea- 
sonable, it is our job to fix 
them," said Sen, Link. 

"It's baffling to me that 
insurance companies current- 
ly pay up to $20,000. for the pro- 
cedure that would surgically 
install the delivery device for 
this formula into a child's 
stomach but will not help fam- 
ilies pay for the same formula 



that their child can drink from 
a bottle," said Rep. Ryg. 

"We applaud the Governor 
and the General Assembly for 
passing this legislation. This 
law will ensure that medically 
complex children who need 
these formulas to survive have 
access to them, regardless of 
their families' income level," 
said Jacqueline Pongracic, 
MD, Division Head of Allergy 
and Immunology, Children's 
Memorial Hospital. 

This bill requires all 
Illinois-regulated health or 
accident insurance policies 
issued, amended or renewed 
after this bill takes effect to

State public health director warns 
parents to beware of lead paint in toys 



Dr. Eric E. Whitakor, Illinois 
Department of Public Health 
Director, is warning parents to 
watch out for possible lead 
paint on their children's toys 
after numerous manufactures, 
in cooperation "with the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC), issued 
voluntary recalls for children's 
toys and jewelry, all manufac- 
tured in China, due to lead 
paint. In many cases, surface 
paints on these recalled items 
contain excessive levels of lead 
which is prohibited under fed- 
eral law. Lead is toxic if ingest- 
ed by young children and can 
cause serious health. problems. 

National surveys estimate 
that more than three million 
children 6 years of age and 
younger have lead poisoning. 
This number represents almost 
one out of every six children 



under the age of 7 In Illinois, , 
8,654 children were found to 
have lead poisoning in 2006. 

Lead poisoning has no obvi- 
ous signs. Children with lead 
poisoning might report stom- 
achaches, decreased appetite, 
hyperactivity, sleeping prob- 
lems or irritability. Because 
'these symptoms appear to 
mimic other childhood prob- 
lems, lead poisoning is some- 
times mistaken for a cold or 
the flu. The only way to diag- 
nose lead poisoning Is by hav- 
ing a blood test.

Odometer fraud is the illegal 
practice of rolling back odome- 
ters to make it appear that vehi- 
cles have lower mileage than 
they actually do. The National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration reports that 
about 452,000 reported cases 
occur every year and the aver- 
age odometer rollback takes 

. 35,000 to 40,000 miles off of a 
vehicle-boosting its price by 
about $2,500. 

Here's how it affects con- 
sumers: Imagine buying a 
three-year-old car with an 
odometer rolled back from 
80,000 miles to 30,000 miles. 
Most likely, you would pay top 
dollar for the vehicle, assuming 
that because it has so few miles,

. vide you maintenance-free use 
and still retain some resale 
value down the road. However, 
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Vehicle history reports can help 
car buyers avoid odometer fraud- 
and save money. 

because of the actual mileage, 
the car is likely to experience 
breakdowns and need potential- 
ly costly repairs. 

• Try these tips for spotting 
odometer fraud-especially if the 
car you are considering has a 
digital odometer. Digital odome- 
ters may actually be easier to 
roll back than traditional ones. 
• Check the tires and mainte- 
nance records. Be certain the 
odometer mileage matches up 
with the oil change records. 
Also, if the odometer shows less 
than 20,000 miles, the car should 
still have its original tires. 



• Look for wear and tear 
Does the wear on : the brake 
pedal seem consistent With the 
odometer reading? What kind of 
shape is the interior of the car 
in? (Look for worn floor mats, 
upholstery, etc.) Does the car 
drive like a new car or one with 
many miles on it? 

• Track history through the 
vehicle identification number 
(VIN) and title documents. The 
VIN Is a 17-character code found 
on the dash and title of every 
car in the US. Use it to run a 
search with a company such as 
Carfax, which offers reports on 
vehicle history and mileage. In 
addition to helping people spot 
odometer fraud, the reports can 
reveal whether the car has been 
In an accident, if it's been dam- 
aged by a flood or whether the 
vehicle has been used commer- 
cially as a taxi or rental car.

1 teaspoon active dry yeast 
4 cups bread flour 

2 teaspoons salt 
Cornmeal for dusting 

1. Combine water and yeast in a bowl and 
stir until yeast is completely dissolved/Add 
flour and salt and mix with a dough hook 
on low speed to Incorporate Ingredients. 
Increase speed to medium and knead 
until dough Is smooth and elastic, 10 to 12 
minutes. 

2. Transfer dough to a lightly oiled bowl, 
turn to coat; cover with plastic wrap, and let 
rise until nearly doubled In size, about 30 
minutes. 

3. Scrape dough onto a wooden board. Fold 
over dough gently. Return to bowl. Let rise 45 
minutes, , 

4. Transfer dough to a lightly floured work 
surface. Fold dough over again, pressing 
gently to release gas. Cut into 2 equal 
pieces. 

5. Round each piece Into a smooth ball, 
pinching seams together at the bottom, 
Cover dough and let rest, seam side down, 
30 minutes. 

6. Sprinkle baking sheet with cornmeal. To 



shape, baguettes, press each ball of dough 
into a rectangle on a lightly, floured work 
surface. Holding the short edges of the 
rectangle, lift and stretch the dough until 
It Is about 8 Inches Jong. Fold one long 
edge of dough toward the center, pressing 
seam with fingertips. Fold again, in half 
lengthwise, using the heel of your hand to 
seal the edges. Roll dough, under your palms 
into a cylinder about 18 inches long. Move 
your hands outward from the center of the 
cylinder and slightly increase the pressure as 
you move outward, until both ends have an 
even gentle taper. 

7. Transfer dough, seam side down to the 
baking sheet Cover loaves and let rise until 
increased In volume by three-quarters, about 
Ihour. 

8. Preheat oven to 425F. Score each loaf 
5 to 7 times by making diagonal slashes 
through the outer layer of dough with a 
thin blade. Just before baking, brush or mist 
each baguette lightly with water. 

9. Bake about 30 minutes. During the first 5 
minutes of baking, brush or mist bread 1 or 
2 more times with water. Loaves are done 
when golden and sound hollow when tapped 
on the bottom. Remove loaves from oven 
and let cool on wire racks. Makes 2 loaves.

Baffled by the menu my first time in a Korean 

restaurant, I ordered bibimbap, rice topped 

with meat and vegetables and a fried egg. Since 

the red pepper paste accompanying it would 

be served on the side, the spicy heat could be controlled to suit my timid palate. Besides, I 

reasoned. I liked the way the word sounded— bibimbap. 

The decision turned out to be a good one. Presented in a big bowl, the colorrul dish 
seemed somehow familiar, tike the Chinese foods my mother cooked. The rice had a certain 
nuttiness. the beef and vegetables similar subtleties. And the soft, golden yolk? Delicious. 

In Grow'iijj Dp in a Korean Kitchen (Ten Speed Tress. 2001). Washington. D.C.-bascd author 
Hi Soo Shin Mepinstall devotes an entire chapter to rice and includes recipes for no fewer 
than a dozen rice dishes. (Continued on page 23)

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I am fascinated most, of course, with the infommtion she offers on bibimbap. the quintessential 
one-bow I meal. According to Hepinstall, the dish had been served originally in upnimed hef mcts to 
Korean soldiers on the battlefield. These days, itcan be as simple or as fancy as it needs to be. 

A college friend of mine who grew" up in a traditional Korcan-Aiiicricnn household in Philadel- 
phia loves bibimbap for irs convenience, versatility and accessibility She always has. Her non-Korean 
colleagues and acquaintances on the linst Coast have long since embraced the dish as well. 

Early one evening in my own kitchen. I decide to make bibimbap. In the refrigerator. I 
locate carrots, zucchini and shiitake mushrooms; they get julienned. I pull out bean sprouts 
and spinach; these get sorted and trimmed, too. From the cupboard. I retrievcrice wine and 
sesame oil. 

The ingredients are cooked separately and assembled at the table. After scooping white 
rice into big bowls, 1 arrange the meat, vegetables and mushrooms on top. A fried egg 
finishes the dish nicely. Tossed together and eaten with a large spoon or a pair of chopsticks, 
bibimbap is comfort rood at its best. I
